A MISTAKEN NOTION. 

It is not a little sinf;ular that our San 
Kraiiciaco contemporaries, with all the 
means and appliances for obtaining cor- 
rect information at their coiniuand, 
cannot keep ihemaelvos posted as to 
what is going on on this side of the con- 
'linent at least. The mistakes they 
make iiboiit what is happening, almost 
at their own doois ia most remarkable. 
The .San Francisco Cliioniclo, whieli 
eveiyone knowa to be a wiilely-eircu- 
late<i and iiilluential pajier, commenting 
upon the warlike preparations which 
the British Oovernment is making in 
the Dominion of Canada, says that cx- 
toimive adilitioiis are to he made to the 
I'ortilicalioiis of Halifax, and adds: 

"Nearly the same thing is being done 
at Victoria, Uritiah Cohiiiibia. A corps 
of engineers has been engaged for some 
time in laying out new defensive works 
and heavy ordnance is to bo sent out 
and put in the position to be strength- 
ened." 

The corps of engineers, if they have 
been laying out defensive works in or 
near Victoria, have taken a great deal 
of pains to make themselves invisible. 
.Volhing ia known of them or their 
wo' k here. .-Vnd as for the ordnance 
it is also invisible. L''roni apijearances 
here the observer ia led to conclude that 
both the Imperial and the Dominion 
Uovernmonta believe the millenium to 
be at hand. The city is absolutely 
defenceless. There Is, it is true, a 
venerable relic or two of u for- 
intr age to be seen, kept, we presume, 
to remind our children of the time when 
nations went to war with each other, bo- 
fore they converted their rifles into 
fowling pieces and their cannon into 
steam engines. It is true that ships of 
war visit our harbors occasionally, but 
ivhen tlioy are away the harbors of the 
province are absolutely without any de- 
fence worth mentioning. 

The Chrouiole aska what do these pre- 
parations' nieaii, and thinks thtit the 
United .States ia justilied in viewing 
these military prcpiu'atii>ns with great 
interest, if not wit li aiiprchonsion. Oui' 
■unleiiipDrary uuiy make itself easy as 
tar as this side of the continent ia con- 
cerned, and it. is quite probable that 
there is very little more truth in the re- 
port about fortifying Halifax than thei-e 
is ill the one respecting Victoria. 
The last paragraph of the Clii'ou- 
icle'a article gives us a glimpse 
of the true cause of the appar- 
ently untimely and uncalled for 
oxpression^of its fears. It is most de- 
sirous that the United States govern 
iiient will do something toward provid 
iug adecjuate defence for the harbors m 
the I'acitic coast, and it thinks that tin 
activity which it saya the iiritisli gov 
eihiment is exhibiting on both sides of 
the continent will perhaps stimulate its 
own government to follow so good 
example. We' fear, however, that its 
labor will be lost. The government of 
ilio United .States keeps itself too well 
mformed as to what is going on in Caii- 
ula in the way of military preparation 
to aUow its equanimity to be disturbed 
by sensiitioiiaL newspaper repocta.. We 
trust, however, that ''neither Great 
Britain nor the United States will have 
cause to retjret leaving ita coasts on this 
continent so poorly defended. 



THE SUBSIDY POLICY. 



Our American neighbors are deplor- 
ing their want of foreign trade. They 
see themselves crowded (Hit of foreign 
markets. They lind that their mcr 
chant marine has almost disappeared 
from the ocean. They see that the car- 
rying trade of their own country is 
nearly all done by foreigners. They are 
trying to lind out the reason of the de- 
i;adence, and to hit upon siune means of 
building up their foreign commerce. 
I'liero is 0, considerable diversity , of 
opinion as to how this is to be done, A 
new and a growing school of political 
economists say that the protective policy 
of the United States lias killed ita for- 
eign trade. The country that sella, 
they say, must buy. The United 
States wants to sell badly enough, but 
she is chary about buying. She keeps 
out the products of foreign countries 
by her high tariff. It must be 
icvisicl befoi-e there is any revival 
oliiatle with foreign nations. There 
is another school who bidieve that 
foreign trade can hv. reviveil by arti- 
lieiid means. They say, "Look at Great 
liritain, she encourages commerce by 
granting liberal subsidies under the 
lorm of grants for carrying mails to 
iicean steamship lines. Lot us do the 
same thing and the same results will 
follow. Wo, by th(^so means, can 
increase our trade with foreign nations 
while we continue, to protect home in 
ilustry." This policy is favored by the 
Ailndnistration. Is it going to succeed'; 
!■> it true that the secret of Ureat 
llritain'a commercial sin'c:esa lies in the 
fact that alie gives large grants to 
ateaiiiship lines '! Is it not possible that 
those who believe that it ia, must have 
loft some iniportant factbr out of their 
calculations ? 

The fioverninont of b'tauce, some nitio 
years iigo, came to somi-lhing like the 
ssnii! eniieliisiou, anil to encniii iigc for- 
ign trade, inaugurated the subsidy 
[lolioy. By tt low which wttB passed in 
■ lamiai'y, 1881, tho Proiioh Gnvernnient 
was authorized to |iay about . SI u, 000,000 
ill navigation bounties during the ten 
years following the iiassage of the Act, 
and .? 1,000,01)0 for carrying the mails, 
which ia SI, ,".00, 000 more than Oieat 
Hritain iiays fora much larger service. 
It was predicted by tho advocates of the 
houiity policy that before the ten years 
had expired tin/ shipping of Franco and 
its earryiiiL; trade wonlil ]n> trebled. 
Well, how has the pi.liey worked? 
N'early nine yeai's of till! luii have ex- 
liired, and has Franco secured the lion's 
share of tho world's carrying trade ? 
N'o Mueh result iiaa boon achieved. An 
American contemporary, the St. Paul 
Moneei' I'ress, gives the following as tho 
result of the li'ieiich expi'r-immit : 

"The fonigli liade, inipiirts and ex- 
ports, of iMaiiee in IHS.'l amounted to 
*'2,0S!1, 111)0,000, since which it has fallen 
to if l,fS.S7,000,000 in 1888. This is a do- 
crease ol 820^,000,000 during a period 



of lavish auhsidy giving in tho values of 
imports and eitpolrtB, and, at the same 
time, the konil'kk'iipf imports and ox porta 
has Ukev^iae'fi^iran off., Tho only thing 
'f^hidh hos been, increased by the liounty 
law of 1881 ia ihe registerod tomiuge, 
and that shows an increase from S,r)-i(j,- 

000 tone to 0,283,000 tons; but tho foreign 
tonnage doing French business has iu- 
croased also. Since the bounty law went 
into operation it has increased from K),- 
■lt)7,000 to 13,009,000 tons, thus holding 
its supremacy through the entire period 
of subsidy giving. Of course, if the 
mere giving of large subsidies to stuaiii- 
ship companies gives a iiution maritime 
and commercial supremacy, li'ruucn 
ought to present a very shining exam- 
ple of such benefits; but France actually 
appears in herotricial sbi])piiig and trade 
records us a warning to all nations who 
are tempted to build up foreign trade 
l)y subsidy giving. French foreign trade 
has not <loubled and trebled under tho 
subsidy system." 

When Bismarck once proposed to 
adopt the subsidy system the merchants 
of Hamburg, who had been watching 
tho working of tliu French experiment, 
issued B circular, from which the follow- 
ing is an extract; — ■ 

"The growth and prosperity of na- 
tional trade," slid the H.iinburgers, 
■'are, before all, created by the natui'al 
talent and disposition of a people. 

1 ioveriimeiital measures, wlu'tlnu' llioy 
consist in throwing urtilicial obstacles 
in the way of foreign cuinpetition or in- 
direct support of the national Hag may, 
hero ana thei e, bring temporary ad- 
vantages to individual enterprises, but 
they will never be able permanently to 
raise and elevate the shipping interest. 
On the contrary, as experieiico has 
shown ill France, they paralyze indi- 
vidual energy and endanger the spirit 
of ontcrprise, and cfToet the deeline if 
iiot the ruin of trade. ' ^ 



EDIToniA L COMMENT,^. 

TiiK Poslotlico regulations with re- 
gard to unpaid p{: insufficiently paid let- 
ters put tiie public to a great deal of un- 

iiecoBsary inconvenience. Common .sense 
would dictate that if a letter is iii.sulli- 
eicntly paid it should be sent to its des- 
tination and the person to whom it isad- 
■ li essod required to pay the balance of the 
postage with; it may , bo, something ud- 
ilitional by way of fine. It would be 
more diOicult to deal with unpaid let- 
ters as their being unpaid might not be 
tho result of ignorance or accident. But 
.soino way of dealing with them might 
be found which would not involve de- 
lay or any great extra expense. Tho 
i-ule's of the ' Postal ''Union migfiti bo 
adopted. They have been drawn up 
with the object of giving -the 
^'i catest possible amount of accomiiiodii- 
lioii to the public and not in order to 
^ave the officials of the depart- 
ment trouble. ^< They work well, and are 
found to bo 'very convenient. The 
[iresent way ot dealing with such letters 
ill the Dominion li.is evidently been de- 
viseil by a vetei-an in the ('iroumlocutioii 
Dtlice, and designed to givi' us much 
annoyance and as little accommodation 
to the public as oiBoial ingenuity could 
devise. ' Tlie Montreal "Board of Trade 
has passed a resolution recomiiieiiding 
llial, such letters be forwarded as ail- 
lieased and postage collected on deliv- 
ery. If postage is refused the letter 
should then be sent to the Dead Lctter 
OIBcc. To send it there or to the office 
of the Inspector of tho District before the 
person to whom it is sent has liud the 
opportunity of accepting it or rejecting 
it, appears to bo a stupid complication 
expressly devised--'to 'give'' trouble- and 

cause delay.

Among 
others, I may niei.l it>u tliat the Montana 
(/"enti al have deeiil d to coutinuu their 
lino from cast of the moiiiitaina to 
Spokauo J)'alls, there to connect with 
the Seattle; Lake Shore & Eastern. It 
uppeurs' -to bo' ulinoat a certainty that 
they will biiilrt via the north. end of 
Flathead lake, Tobacco plaint, ' uiid 
clown the Kootcnay to ISonners ferry, 
thence, most likely, from u point near 
the Intornatioiiul Boundary at McLang 
plains, westward via Priests lake, Mela- 
line and Spokane. .
